Continuation of 3. NOTE: Because the percent hydrophobic agent is based on the weight of plasticizable material, the lower range of 5% 
hydrophobic agent in proposed claim 21 is 1.5% based on the encapsulated product, , given that the lower range of plasticizable material 
is at least 30%. Llm et al teach 2% lubricant (column 6 line 24), therefore claim 21 does not overcome the 103 rejection. The final 
rejection filed 6/21/06, should have indicated that claim 101 in the claim set filed 4/7/06 was rejected rather than objected to. 
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
